The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art U.S. 
Patent # 3,883,814 of Weisenberger does not teach nor render obvious an amplifier 
circuit that has, in combination with other limitations, a second capacitor connected to 
the collectors of the first and second transistors, wherein the second capacitor has a 
capacitance value at least 5 times larger than the first capacitor; neither does it have a 
second capacitor connected to the collectors of the first and second transistors, wherein 
the second capacitor has a capacitance value greater than the first capacitor, the larger 
second capacitor preventing an excessive voltage from developing on the collector of 
the first transistor during startup; nor does it have two serially connected diodes 
connected across the first resistor, the diodes preventing excessive voltage from 
developing on the collector of the first and second transistors; nor does it have a third 
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transistor connected across the first resistor, the third transistor preventing excessive 
voltage from developing on the collector of the first and second transistors; nor does it 
have a fourth transistor connected across the first transistor, the fourth transistor 
preventing excessive voltage from developing on the collectors of the first and second 
transistors.
